S t Petersburg, Jan. 20.-~The cere­ 
mony of the blessing 
of the waters

politan and clergy as they circled the

Outsiders Ignorant of Event. 
There was no evidence 
outside of

quays, 
the palace bridge, the 
steps 
of the Bourse and every other point of 
vantage in the white Arctic landscape 
did not betray the slightest excitement. 
Neither did the imperial party in the 
chapel below. 
Although 
the actual 
ceremony was ended the emperor re­ 
mained and accompanied the m etro­ 
politan and clergy as they circled the 
pavilion around the chapel to bless the 
gorgeous 
standards 
of 
the 
famous 
guard 
regiments 
assembled 
there. 
Then the procession moved back to 
the palace and the original programme 
was carried 
out. 
The emperor 
dis­ 
played splendid nerve. 
He 
did not 
show a trace 
of excitement. 
He re­ 
ceived the diplomats in his usual cor­ 
dial manner, reviewed the guard regi­ 
m ents on the square behind the palace 
and subsequently had luncheon served 
in the state diningroom. 
The official account of the affair says 
that by accident a charge of grape in­ 
stead of a saluting charge was fired 
from a gun near the Bourse. 
The only 
person wounded was a policeman. The 
inquiry continues. 
In spite of the official statem ent that 
the cannon shot which 
might easily 
have wiped out the whole of the Ro­ 
manoff family was the result of care­ 
lessness In leaving a shotted cartridge 
in the breach of a gun 
after target 
practice, the mysterious case is still 
under the combined investigation of 
the military and police, and the public 
seems as little inclined as the authori­ 
ties to accept the published version. 


Artillerymen Confined to Barracks. 
The officers and men 
of the battery 
have not been arrested, 
but are con­ 
fined to barracks, and by the military 
regulations are so 
closely under re­ 
straint that it is impossible 
for the 
culprits to escape until the responsi­ 
bility is determined. 
It cannot be said definitely w hether 
the affair was an accident or the result 
of design. 
The general belief is th at 
a widespread plot did not exist, but 
evidences of design are so apparent 
that the 
statem ent attributing 
the 
presence of a loaded shell to previous 
target practice evoked smiles in many 
quarters. 
It. is pointed out as being 
highly improbable that the gun had not 
been cleaned for two days, and it is 
Impossible 
that a second 
cartridge 
could have been inserted for saluting 
purposes behind the first; and it is 
certainly a startling coincidence that 
the gun containing this missile should 
liave been trained directly on the im­ 
perial chapel. 
W hatever may be the 
solution, it is a strange fact that the 
Shot came from the Bourse_esplanade,

ments Approve H a y ’s Plan. 
Paris, Jan. 20.—The French govern­ 
ment and other powers have received 
a communication from the American 
government which, if approved by the 
powers, will exert 
a farrea *hing ef­ 
fect in preventing the territorial break 
up of China when peace is eventually 
made between Russia and Japan. 
The American initiative in this di­ 
rection 
is distinct from the 
recent 
note 
relating 
to 
Russia’s 
protest 
against China's alleged breach of neu­ 
trality. 
This latter note treats of the 
continuation of China’s neutrality in 
the pending war, 
but the the 
other 
communication treats of Chinese ter­ 
ritory after the war is concluded. This 
step is based upon information reach­ 
ing the United States government that 
some of the powers are apprehensive 
that the eventual conclusion of peace 
between Russia and Japan will lead 
to claims on portions of Chinese terri­ 
tory. 
The American 
«omrnunication 
tends to avert the possibility of such 
claims being made, thus ensuring a 
continuance of the present policies of 
the open door and the territorial in­ 
tegrity of the empire. 
The French, British and Italian gov­ 
ernm ents have approved the American 
communication. 
If other powers approve it will con­ 
stitute a notable understanding that 
the powers will not make claims on 
Chinese territory when peace is ulti­ 
mately concluded.

“ THE MISSION o r THE THUE SCHOLAR” 


Dean Pattee took as his subject for 
this occasion, “The Mission of a True 
Scholar.” 
It is doubtful if a Brainerd 
audience ever heard a more scholarly 
and thoughtful address than this one. 
It was full of rich food for thought and 
was doubtless most appreciated by those 
who have thought on things pertaining 
to their common welfare and that of 
their fellow man. The 
presentation 
dealt with the great problems of tho 
race from an educating ami enlightning 
standpoint. 
It is to be regretted that 
time and space do not permit tho print­ 
ing of the entire address. Iii his intro­ 
duction Mr. Pattee called attention to 
the fact that this is an age of unpre­ 
cedented activity and surprising achieve­ 
ments, activity and achievements in 
every line of human effort. And at no 
time in history have people been so 
alert, commercially aroused, enterpris­ 
ing and purposeful as they are at the 
beginning of the twentieth century. In 
commenting upon the labor of the world 
he said it is employed in building cities, 
constructing the great highways 
of 


intellectual and spiritual elevation of 
tho people. 
He dwelt on the law of service and 
pointed out that every person must 
serve himself before he can accomplish 
much in serving others.

Prof. T. B. Hartley had been assigned 
the subject, “Andrew Carnegie” and he 
handled it in a manner most appropri­ 
ate, showing considerable thought and 
study.

INCEPTION OF LIBRARY. 


President Henry I. Cohen of the li­ 
brary board was next on the program 
for a few’ remarks. He said: 
“The exercises W’hich we are now tak­ 
ing part in mark the culmination of six 
years of labor. 
I might say a labor of 
love on the part af all connected with 
the upbuilding of library work in this 
city. 
“Tonight as citizens we can naturally 
j 
and with pardonable pride feel gratified 
that the building now completed and 
I 
stored with books, selected with dis­ 
crimination for the use of all, is an ac­ 
tuality. 
“The neucleus of this movement was 
a sum of money, modest in amount, 
gained by a group of gentlemen who 
were asssociated in a friendly way for 
the purpose of affording amusement to 
the community without thought of per 
sonal profit. 
“A suggestion made to term the ben 
eficiary the Brainerd Public Library 
Association was adopted, and so the li­ 
brary movement sprung into life. 
“Various methods, such as excursions, 
lectures, entertainments, public balls, 
etc.., etc., were resorted to for the main­ 
tenance of the work, and the citizens 
responded with a liberality characters 
tic of Brainerd. The people felt that 
eventually we could establish and main­ 
tain a library which should compare fa­ 
vorably with any in other cities of this 
size.

I might say a labor of 
love on the part af all connected with 
the upbuilding of library work in this 
city.“Tonight as citizens we can naturally 
and with pardonable pride feel gratified 
that the building now completed and 
stored with books, selected with dis­ 
crimination for the use of all, is an ac­ 
tuality.

Indianapolis. .Inn. 20.—Tn the na* 
tlonal convention of the United Mine 
Workers of America Thursday John 
Mitchell, president, was accused by 
Delegate Hobert Randall of Wyoming 
of having sold out the Colorado strik­ 
ing miners to the operators; of having 
been a triator to the miners’ organiza­ 
tion and of having entered into a con­ 
spiracy with the mine owners, D. M. 
Parry and Governor Peabody’s peace 
organizations, to ruin the Colorado 
miners and lose them the recent 
strike. 
President Mitchell, replying, took 
the floor and gave some of the reasons 
why the miners’ organization had 
withdrawn Its support from the Colo­ 
rado strikers. Randall had said that 
President Howell of the district had 
asked for $300,000 for the strike, offer­ 
ing to win or lose it on that amount. 
Mitchell referring to this, said: 
«Let me be plain on this. Howell did 
not ask for the money. If he had he 
would not have got. it; I would not 
trust him with it.” 
Tie charged President William H. 
Howell and ex National Board Member 
,T. Gear with unfairness and with col­ 
lusion with stockholders. He told 
how he forced Gear to resign his office 
because of it. 


Was to Get a Thousand Dolllars. 
Gear, he ^aid. admitted that he was 
to get $1,000 for advance information 
concerning the close of the strike. 
He also told of Howell leaving Gear 
in charge of the strike for a time last, 
year and said that in two weeks Gear 
drew $35,000 of the organization’s 
money for the strike. 
Mr. Mitchell told how the first and 
last money sent to the strikers was 
appropriated by the officers to pay 
their hack salaries. 
Mr. Mitchell’s statement showed a 
generally bad situation. 
He said that after $000.000 had been 
turned into Colorado, the spirit shown 
by the miners of the state was such 
that he had recommended a settle­ 
ment and that national aid be with­ 
drawn and he would do so again un 
der the circumstances. 
The attack of Randall was attribut­ 
ed by friends of President Mitchell to 
the Socialists, who had just previously 
met with their annual defeat in trying 
to have the miners’ organization de­ 
clare itself for socialism.

Brodie L. Duke Discharged From Cus­ 
tody by Justice Gaynor. 
New York, Jan. 20.—Brodie L. Duke, 
the half brother of the president of the 
American Tobacco company, who has 
been kept in a sanitarium following 
his marriage to Alice Webb, was 
brought into the supreme court in 
Brooklyn during the day and dis­ 
charged from custody after a hearing 
before Justice Gaynor. The action was 
the result of habeas corpus proceed­ 
ings brought by W. tí. Brarnham, Mr. 
Duke’s private secretary, who alleged 
that Mr. Duke was deprived of his lib­ 
erty without his consent and without 
process of law. After a brief argu­ 
ment Justice Gaynor declared that 
Duke was not demented and ordered 
that he be given his liberty.

Washington, Jan. 20. Two promi­ 
nent Gentile women of Utah, one '• 
member of the legislative that elected 
Mr. Smoot a senator, were witnesses 
Thursday in the Smoot inquiry before 
the senate committee on privileges 
and elections.

Number of Men Out Now Nearly Quar­ 
ter of a Million. 
Berlin, Jan. 20.—The Vorwaerts Fri­ 
day morning estimates the number of 
strikers in tin* coal mining district at 
240,000. The news from the scene of 
the strike shews no change in the sit­ 
uation Several cases of minor dis 
turbanees arc- reported, suc h as crowds 
hooting strike-breakers and police dis­ 
pel dug crowds, wounding several with 
their side arms. 


St. Paul, Jan. 20.—Representative 
H. A. Rider of Uttle Falls proposed a 
compromise measure Thursday to sat­ 
isfy those who want state officers 
nominated directly in the primaries 
and also those who want the present 
primary -raw left undisturbed. 
The principal feature is that the 
delegates to the state nominating con­ 
vention are to be selected at a primary 
election on the second Tuesday in July 
preceding the general election. Huch 
legislative district is to be entitled to 
four delegates selected in the same 
way as city and county officers. This 
would cut the present representation 
down about one-third. 
To make the race for delegate, Mr. 
Rider would exact a fee of $20, which 
must be paid on filing to the county 
auditor, if only one county is involved 
in the district, or to the secretary of 
state, if there is more than one county. 
In the preparation of the primary 
ballot, the candidates for delegates to 
a slate nominating convention are 
given the head, even preceding the 
judiciary, which now has first place. 
\V. B. Anderson presented the stat­ 
ute revision commission report in the 
form of a bill. J. H. Morley moved 
that the rules he suspended so that the 
bill could be given a second and third 
reading and be advanced to general 
orders. There was no second to the 
motion. 
Two bills regulating the speed of 
automobiles wore presented, one by O. 
N. Thumdale of Harmony, the other by 
Murrey Kelly of Lewistown. The first 
regulates speed and provides that au­ 
tomobiles must be equipped with bells 
or whistles and lights. The maximum 
rate of speed in passing horses or a 
schoolhouse, or church, when services 
are being held, is eight miles an hour. 


Speed When Passing Horses. 
In Mr. Kelly’s bill the maximum rate, 
was placed at five miles an hour when 
passing horses, in both bills the driv­ 
er of an automobile is required to 
bring his machine to a standstill upon 
signal of the driver of the horse and 
remain until the latter lets him know 
that it is safe for him to proceed. 
Representative Hannaford followed 
his resolution of Wednesday calling 
for an investigation of the grain in­ 
spection and weighing department, by 
moving to name a committee of seven, 
with power to send for persons and 
papers. The resolution went to the 
committee on grain and warehouse. 
A bill was introduced by John Zelch 
of Cottage Grove. Mr. Zelch wants 
paroled prisoners from state institu­ 
tions denied liquor, and in his meas­ 
ure specifies a fine of not less than $25 
or thirty days in jnil for any person 
who sells or gives liquor to such pris­ 
oners. 
Two appropriation bills were sent up 
to the speaker, one by Mr. Mark of 
Princeton, asking for $1,200 for the 
construction of a bridge over the Rum 
river, and the other by S. D. Peterson, 
New d m . proposing a $5.000 monu­ 
ment commemorative of the First Min­ 
nesota battery at the battle of Shiloh. 
The legislature is in a new quandry 
over the statute revision. W. B. An­ 
derson, chairman of the house judi­ 
ciary committee, says it will not be 
possible to make any of the legislation 
of this session operative before Dee. 
1. The reason is that the new rode 
will be the basis of the work, and it 
cannot be finally compiled and pub­ 
lished before December. 
it has been decided to introduce the 
rode into each house as one bill, and 
then take it up in detail in committee 
sessions. 


Alleged T h a t Wholesalers and Retail­ 
ers Have Former Combine. 
Minneapolis, Jan. 20.—“Minneapolis 
has a real milk trust. The prominent 
wholesale and retail companies have 
formed a combine to regulate prices 
and from their arbitrary decision the 
producers and thu consumers cannot 
esca fie.” 
This is the statement made Thurs­ 
day by Emanuel St. Martin, producer 
of this county, whose suit for $900 «al­ 
leged to be due him from a local 
creamery company is being tried here. 
Mr. St. Martin says the big milk 
companies have fixed a scale of .price s 
for every month in the year. During 
certain months one company will of­ 
fer a larger price than any other and 
will 
get the milk. During other 
months some other company may have 
a little higher price.

Milwaukee, Jan. 20.—Three Milwau­ 
kee steamers, the Nyach ..¿id the Mao- 
mi. and the car ferry Grand Haven, 
are last in the ice, about a mile off the 
harbor of Grand Haven, Mich., and un­ 
til the wind shifts to the east, there 
is little probability of their release. 
This is the first serious ice blockade 
of the winter. 
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Another Fatally Injured in West Vir- 
ginia Wreck. 
Charleston, W. Va., Jan. 20.—In a 
wreck on the Powellton and Pocahon­ 
tas railway Thursday, two men were 
killed and another was fatally injured. 
The dead are James Keesey, engineer, 
and Harry Jones, fireman. 
The engine started down a steep 
grade and ran away, and at a sharp 
curve hear Mount Carbon, the engine 
left the rails and plunged down a twen­ 
ty foot embankment. Both Keesey and 
Jones leaped from the cab, hut were 
too late and were pinioned beneath the 
engine.
